Sir: 

The Examiner is in error in stating in the 2 nd % page 2 of his Supplemental Answer 
that the solubility of the lubricant in the refrigerant(s) is not stated in the claims. Claim 1 
specifically states that the lubricant is "at least partially soluble in each component of the heat 
exchange transfer fluid and in said heat transfer fluid". 

The applicant also does not agree with the Examiner's argument as set forth on pages 
2-4 of the Supplemental Answer to the effect that the invention is obvious from Jolley and 
Shankland. The applicant's position in this regard is set out in the main brief and reply brief 
of record.
